Background

The deadline for the Parties and Participants to file a

stipulated prehearing or procedural order, or in the alternative,

for each of them to file a proposed order if they are unable to

reach agreement on a stipulated order, was October 26, 2007.2 By

letter dated October 23, 2007, the HECO Companies request an

extension of time, from October 26, 2007 to November 30, 2007,

for the Parties and Participants to file a stipulated prehearing

or procedural order, or in the alternative, for each of them to

file a proposed order if they are unable to reach agreement on a

stipulated order.

The HECO Companies, in support of their timely request

for additional time, state:

As of this date, the HECO Companies have not
been able to obtain outside legal counsel to
represent them in this proceeding. In addition,
the parties and participants have not yet met to
discuss substance but have been in negotiations
about procedure. Therefore, the HECO Companies
respectfully request the Commission to grant an

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extension to November 30, 2007 for the parties and
participants to file a stipulated prehearing (or
procedural) order. All parties and participants
except for Life of the Land [do] not object to
this request. Life of the Land opposes the
request for an extension.

Based on the HECO Companies’ representations, the

commission finds good cause to grant the HECO Companies’ request,

over Life of the Land’s noted objection. Accordingly, the

commission approves the extension of time, from October 26, 2007

to November 30, 2007, for the parties and participants to file a

stipulated prehearing or procedural order, or in the alternative,

for each of them to file a proposed order by the same date if

they are unable to reach agreement on a stipulated order.
